I have just received a petition from 
the anti-slavery congress asking me to 
suppress slavery in Turkey. I am 
surprised to see how little Europe 
knows about our customs and habits. | 
How can the patriarchal relationship 
existing here between masters and 
servants be called slavery? 

The Koran compels us to treat our 
| servants. wc-!, and our laws adequately 
protect the latter against any abuse 
of power at the hands of their, mas- 
ters. There is no slavery in my em- 
pire. A debarjeh (maid servant) in 
Turkey is happier than a maid in Fur- 
ope. Why curse the slave’ mer- 
| ehants? They only secure servants 
for a certain time. 

Many an abandoned child, dying of 
hunger in the street, has found its sal- 
vation at the hands of these so-called 
slave-merchants. Many girls have 
found good positions in families by 
this process, and some even have been 
married by pashas.

King George of Greece was Shot Down 
on Streets of Saloniki, and Ancient 


Nation is Plunged in Mourning— 


Prince Constantine Will Succeed to 

Throne. ein 

Saloniki.—King George/of Greece 
Was assassinateu whiie walking ‘n 
the streets of Saioniki. ‘The assas- 
sin was\a Greek of low mentality, wh» 
gave his’ name as Aleko/ Schinas 
he shoc the king througi/ the heart. 
The King Was accompanied only by 
an aide, Lieut.-Ool, Francoudis, The 


assassin came suddenly at him andl, 


firea ove shot from a seven chamber 
révolver. ‘The tragedy caused 
tense excitement. Schinas:was seiz- 
ed immediately and overpowered. The 
wounded king was lifted into a car- 
riage and taken to Papafion Hospi- 
tal. He was still breaching, but 
died within half an hour. 

Prince Nicholas, the kirg's third 
son, and other officers hurried to the 
hospital, Arriving first, Prince 
Nicholas summoned the oilicerd ana 
speakiag in a voice choked with soos 
said: 

It is my deep grief to have to an- 
nounce to you the death of our be 
loved king, and invite you to swear 
fidelity to your new sovereign, King 
Constantine. 

Crown Prince Constantine, who suc- 
ceeds King George, is at present at 
Janina. He is expected to come 
here with all, possible speed. 

The assassin of the king is an evil 
looking fellow about 40 years of age. 
Upon being arrested he refused to ex- 
plain his motive for the crime. He 
declared that his name was Aleko 
Schinas, and, in reply to an officer 
who asked him whether he had no 
pity for his country, answered that ne 
was against governments. 

Schinas maintained a perfectly im- 

ive demeanor, which was sugges*- 
ve of his being trresponsible for his 
actions. ‘ 

.Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which the king received attention he 
was found to be dead on afrival at 
the hospital. Precautions were at 
once taken throughout the cify and 

. perfect order is being maintained. 

The king fell into the, arms of his 
aide when shot. Two soldiers ran 
up on hearing the firing, and helped 
to support him, He was placed ina 
carriage and efforts were made to 
stop the bleeding, but he breathed his 
last on the way to the hospital near- 
by. When Prince Nicholas bade the 
officers to swear fealty to Constantine 
they shouted: Long live the King.” 

Prince Nicholas is the only mem- 
ber of the Royal family in Saloniki. 

. Mourning «mblems are displayed ev- 
erywhere. 

The Greek government has issued a 
proclamation announcing that the 
oath of fealty to King Constantine has 
been taken. 

Since his triumphal entry into Sal- 
oniki, the king had been accustomed 
to take an afternoon walk to the 
famous White Tower or to the caval- 
Ty barracks in Lesser Karraburum. 

* The king’s confidence in the people 
was so great that he went about free- 
ly, accompanied only by a single equ- 
erry. The danger of this custom 
was apparent to the members of his 
entourage, who repeatedly, but with- 
out avail, requested His Majesty to 
permit the presence of civil guards. 

A few days ago four gendarm 
were ordered to follow the king but 
their presence was considered so ob- 
jectionable by His Majesty that the 
number was reduced to two. These 
followed at some distance. 


Immigration Figures 
Winnipeg.—Although the increase 
fn the immigrafion into Canada dur- 
mg February was a little less than in 
the first month of the year, the fig- 
ures show an increase of 11 per cent. 
over the corresponding month in 1912. 
In February, 1913, those entering Can- 
ada by way of the ocean ports totall- 
ed 6,776 as against 5,889, in the cor- 
responding month last year—in other 
words an increase this year of 26 per 
cent. The total arrivals from the 
United States, on the other hand, 
shows a decrease of 8 per cent. com- 
pared with February, 1912. Last 
year the total was 5.752. while last 
month it only reached 5,572.

U.S. Experts and Aeroplane Super- 
jority In Britain's Army 

Washington.—Aeroplane experts in 
the War and Navy Departments have 
scouted the idea that the British army 
has evolved a flying machine superior 
to any in the possession of other na- 
tions, as announced in the House of 
Commons by Colonel Seely, British 
Secretary of State for War. Captain 
Irvin Chambers, of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation of the Navy Department, was 
inclined to accord aeroplane honors 
to the French army experts. Officers 
in the signal corps of the army also 
expressed grave doubt that the British 
experts had made any revolutionary 
discoveries.

London.—At a big. public meeting. 
here strong public protests were reg- 
istered against the forcible feeding of 
imprisoned suffragettes. The Bisb- 
op of Lincoln, who presided, declared 
that the suffrage movement was a 
grand demonstration of moral force 
against brute force. 

Forbes Robertson, the actor-mana- 
ger, asserted that forcible feeding 
would not be permitted in America. 

George Bernard Shaw said it was il- 
legal, but that Reginald McKenna, 
the Home Secretary, proposed to legal- 
ize it by act of parliament. 


WEST IMPORTS STOCK 


Decay of Ranching Exemplified by 
Considerable Imports 

Moose Jaw, Sask.—As further evi- 
dence as to the decay of raaching 
in western Canada, J. D. Watson, 
representing J. A. McIntosh of Great 
Falls, Mont,, has arrived here with 
250 head of stock which he brought 
up from eastern Canada.

M,. Lepine was noted for his great 
activity during the troubles-in Paris 
at the ‘separation of church and state 
when he was continually on duty to} 
suppress disturbances al the churches, 
which were occupied by militant con-} 
gregations,.

Virtually every monarch or head of 
a Statexin Europe knew M. Lepine 
personally, for he was present at 
their arrivals and departures from the!

ai COFFEE. BER BERRIES. ~ 


Round Kernels Are “Are Stronper and Rich- 
er Than Flat Ones. 

Everybody is more or less familiar 
with the term “male berry” applied to 
coffee. The term refers to the form 
and style, not the sex. 

An examination of any kind of coffee 
will show that about one kernel in ev- 
ery twenty-five is quite round, like a 
bean, while all the others are flat on 
one side, like the half of a split bean. 
These round or male berries are always 
found on the young, vigorous, new 
wood of the previous year’s growth at 
the end of the branches. 

The old wood produces flat berries 
only: Each “pod” or fruit of the coffee 
tree contains either two common flat 
berries or but one round one, The 
substance of the fruit in the one case 
all goes into the single male berry, and 


| in the other it is divided among two 


flat ones. 

This undoubtedly accounts for the 
greater strength and richness of the 
male berry. In private plantations, 
where the trees are carefully pruned 
and cared for and the ground well cul- 
tivated and fertilized, the coffee is al- 
ways of finer quality and the propor- 
tion of male berries is larger. 

The round berries may be seen in all 
kinds of coffee, Rio, Ceylon, Maracaibo. 
Mocha and other varieties contain 


them as well as the Java.—Exchange. 


CALIFORNIA’S BIG TREES. 


They Were First Seen by a White Man, 
John Bidwell, In 1841, 
It was on June 20, 1841, that Jobo 


| Bidwell discovered the “big trees” of 
| California. 


He was the first white 

man, so fur as we know, wlio ever be- 

held those mounrchs of the forest. 
Nine years later a’ bunter named 


| Dowd was led into the company of the 


forest kings by a bear that he was 
echising, and it was by Dowd that the 
knowledge of the monster treds was 
spread abroad, but to Bidwell belongs 
the distinction of baving been the first 
civilized man to gaze upon the wonder- 
ful trees. 

The “big trees.” as the mighty se 
quoia are called, are found in Calave- 
rus coupty, Cal, chiefly in two 
“groves,” the Caluveras and the Mari- 
posa, at an altitude of about 5,000 feet 
above the sea. They are probably the 
remains of extensive woods belonging 
to 4 long past epoch. Unfortunately 
few of them are left. there being only 
a few hundred all told. 

These mighty conifers are easily the 
most remarkable of all trees both in 

age and in bulk. They are from 200 to 
| 400 feet in height and from 1h to 40 
feet in diuameter.—Louisville Herald

DRUGGED HIMSELF IN TUNNEL 


Former English Army Officer Discov- 
ered Dead in .:ather Strange 
Circumstances 

London, England.—An ex-army of- 
ficer's unsuccessful struggle to cure 
himself of the drug hab‘t was des- 
cribed at an inquest at Guston, Dover, 
on Claude W. Lawrence Marshall, 
aged 41, of independent means, whose 
body was found in a railway. A 
broken hypodermic syringe and two 
empty drug bottles were found near 
the b Dr. Marshall was former- 
ly an officer in the South Staffordshire 
regiment. 

Mrs. Marshall stated that her ‘hus- 
band had been addicted to the drug 
habit for several years, taking mor- 
phia and cocaine. He broke off the 
habit last year for a. time, but could 
not do without the drugs, and resumed 
them. She had known him to. go 
into this railway tunnel for the pur- 
pose of injecting morphia into his leg. 
He went into the tunnel because 1. 
was dark there, and he objected to 
making the injections in the light. He 
told her once that after he had inject- 
ed morphia into his leg in the tunnel 
he became unconscious on the bridge 
just above. She thought that on 
this occasion he might hare become 
unconscious in the tunnel. She once 
found him unconscious in a pit as a 
result of the drug. Mrs. Marshall 
added that her husband was--very 
bright and showed no signs of sui- 
cide. 

Evidence as to the finding of the 

body pointed to the fact that Mr. 
Marshall had his back against the 
wall of the railway tunnel and was 
leaning down injecting morphia into 
his leg when the train struck him; or 
else that he had made the injection 
and lost consciousness in that position 
the e of the fatality. 
It was said that members of Dover 
police force had frequently seen Mr. 
Marshall in the vicinity of the spot 
injecting morphia. It was mentioned 
that he had 4 ped as much as sixty 
grains of morphi: at a time. 

The jury returned a verdict of death 
by misadventure.

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MYSTERIOUS MIDNIGHT TRAGEDY 


Missing Artilleryman Believed me 
Have Been Murdered by Two 

; Bluejackets 

’. Malta.—At somewhere about mid, 


night on Thursday two Maltese boat- 
men reported to the police that two 
bluejackets and an artilleryman had 
embarked on their craft for convey- 
ance from Valetta to Sliema, and that 
when in mid-sea the sailors and the 
soldier quarreled, the former throw- 
ing the artilleryman overboard. A 
high sea was running at the time and 
the sailors, by intimidation, prevented 
the boatmen from attempting to res- 
cue the soldier. 

On reaching the shore the sailors 
decamped, and the beatmen then re- 
turned to the spot where tne soldier 
had been thrown overboard, but as 
their search prove. fruitless they re- 
ported the matter to the police. All 
sailors’ leave was stopped, and the 
boatmen were conveyed on board each 
warship and confronted with the men 
who had beén given shore leave the 
previous night. 

Both boatmen in turn identified 
William John Payne and Albert Wood- 
cock, both able seamen -belonging to 
the Royal Arthur, avhich arrived here 
on Friday en pute for China. The 
missing artilleryman is Gunner Hour- 
ihane, of 65 Company of the Royal 
Garrison Artillery. He is 22 years 
old. ; 
Both Payne and Woodcock have 
been arrested, and the Royal Arthur's 
departure has bee delayed pending 
the magisterial inquiry, which is pro- 
ceeding. Both prisoners have admit- 
ted having been in the boat in which 

a quarrel arose, saying that they 
tain this statement because leave of 
all men had been stopped. Conse- 
quently they did not wish to sacri 
fice other men. 

One of the prisoners in his state- 
ment to the ship’s commander said: 
The soldier hit me and I hit him, and 
being drunk he overbalanced and fell 
out of the boat in'> the sea. Sever- 
al witnesses from the Royal Arthur 
are being sheard, and afterward the 
inquiry will be adjourned and the 
Royal Arthur will sail. The prison- 
ers having admitted being on the boat 
will be remanded.

London, England.—Naval develop- 

Cale vi & aeiuurkabie avire are 
taking place under the cloak of great 
secrecy, _In the course of the next 
twelve months some astonishing de- 
tails will become known regarding the 
changes in warship types, but there 
will be notre more noteworthy than the 
development of the submarine. 

An entirély new type of underwater 
craft, of considerable offensive power 
and capable of crossing the Atlantic at 
a high rate of ;5eed, is being bullt 
for the British navy. 0 

These craft will carry guns, but in 
addition they will have a broadsite 
of torpedo’ tubes. Hitherto under- 
water craft have only’ mounted 
couple, or'’at the most three tubes. 
The sibmarines of the E class were 
provided with, four, but the newest 
vessels, it.is understood; are designed 
to carry four twin 21-inch Laves. That 
is- to. say; they’ will be. able to fire 


| eight torpeiloes, 


The displacement of the new shins 
is at present a matter of secrecy; in 
some circles it is put at 1600 tons, 
in others much higher, but there is 
gencral agreement that the speed will 
not be less than twenty-five knots on 


| the surface, which is the speed of the | 
, torpedo-boat destroyer of eight years | 


ago. An wrmored belt and anth 


| aircraft guns will be other features of 


‘he new type and they will, of course 
be driven by internal combustion en 
gines. 

From this brief outline of the qual- 


ities of the new type it is at once 
apparent that the funetions of the 
torpedo-boat destroyer are beg 


usurped by the submarine. 

It is not probable that the destroy- 
er will at once drop out of our ship 
building program, The new vess:'s 
are at present experimentai, and must 
remain:+so for a couple of years or 
more. 

In the meantime there are plans 
before the admiralty for a new kini 
of destroyer, plans for which may 
lead to an unprecedented move in :- 
gard to the contracting for the butid- 
ing of warships, and may give us a 
flotilla of above-water craft a speed 
of forty knots and carrying several 
heavy quick-firing guns specially 
mounted for use against air-traft. 

Side by side with these new types 
of submarines there will be built a 
number of small under-water vessels 
for purely coastal defense purposes 
The first of these, at present called 
the X, is being built by Scott’s Ship- 
building and Engineering Company at 
Greenock, This is a ecrafi of only 
some 300 tons, with a surface speed 
of thirteen knots, similar to that of 
our earliest submarines. 

More ships of each of these types 
will be allowed for in the forthcoming 
navy estimate. 

A furthersbatch of the new kind ot 
cruisers, which Mr. Churchill last 
year described as light-armored, will 
also be allowed for. Sight of them 
are to be laid down ‘during the year, 
differing only in minor details from 
the ‘ships now building. 

Particulars of the design of 
new battleships—or, as they will wn 
future come to be called, capitel ships 
—are naturally not available for pub- 
lication. There is every indication 
that they will be ‘in most respects 
similar “to the Queen Elizabeths of 
‘the current program, carrying. eigh! 
of the 15-inch guns that throw a 1950 
pound shell. They will have only 
oil fuel for sterm-raising purposes and 
among their batteries will be a num- 
ber of 3-inch guns on verticle mount- 
ings for use against aircraft.
